>T is the teaching of theology that God could hav e€ondoned the disobedi- 
ence of our first parents, and have spared Himself the humiliation of the 
Incarnation. The same theology teaches that, even had He demanded full 
reparation, the mere act of becoming incarnate, without having remain- 
ed on earth for years, without having suffered and died, would have rendered 
adequate satisfaction for the sins of a thousand worlds. Every act of a God 
must have infinite value; therefore it was unnecessary for the God-man_ to 
carry His atonement to such excess. ; 
When the angels rebelled against God there was neither condonation nor 
the promise of divine reparation. Strict justice was forthwith meted out to 
them. They were the first and loftiest creatures of God, and their brillant 
intellects were capable of grasping the malice implied in the act of rebellion. 
When Adam and Eve sinned God was more lenient, because they were not 
moved to disobedience by their own impulse; they were tempted from without 
by one of the fallen angels. But since they represented the human race, the 
Almighty could not tolerate their sin, and permit a complete victory over Him- 
self. The wrong must be undone; God’s honor must triumph: But Adam and 
Eve could not make reparation themselves, inasmuch as they were finite be- 
ings; but their disloyalty was directed against an Infinite Being. If God would 
reinstate mankind in His friendship, only following condign satisfaction, He 
must arrange the means whereby an infinite satisfaction could be rendered 
Him. His infinite mercy suggested the Incarnation; then His infinite love im- 
pelled the eternal Son of God to go such lengths, as He did in the crucifixion, 
to render an overwhelming reparation. Truly, David was right when he fore- 
told that it would be a “plentiful” redemption (Psalm 129).

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is that as they enter the House of God, they would have their 
thoughts purified and apply them to pious‘reflections. When 
it is sprinkled by the priest during divine services, it has 
the same meaning, which is well expressed by David, 1000 
years before Christ: “Thou wilt sprinkle me with hyssop, O 
Lord, and I shall be cleansed; thou wilt wash me and I shall 
be made whiter than snow.” Holy Water is used in the bless- 
ing, of other articles, symbolizing the cleansing they should 
have before being dedicated to religious use. 

Palms are blessed on Palm Sunday, in memory of the 
welcome given to Christ on His entry into Jerusalem, when 
people met Him carrying palm branches, The people treat 
them reverently, but make no special use of them. 

Ashes are used only on the opening day of Lent, called 
Ash Wednesday, when the foreheads of the people are marked 
with them, while the priest addresses them with the words: 
“Remember, man, that thou art dust, and unto dust thou shalt 
return.” At the beginning of Lent the Church would humble 
our pride and remind us of our mortality by this significant 
ceremony. In the Old Law ashes were symbolic of penance, 
and people covered their.heads with ashes when they did 
penance and when they were in grief or mourning. 

Medals and Scapulars are blessed, and the wearing of 
them is recommended to Catholic people, but no infallible ef- 
fect is attributed to them, neither is it rewarded as sinful not 
to wear them. In fact, people may use or not ‘use sacra- 
mentals, just as they choose. The Church merely teaches that 
their use is salutary and evokes pious sentiments. In our day 
it is customary for people to wear a button or other emblem 
denoting membership in some lodge or organization of men 
or women. The medal! or scapular usually denotes memher- 
ship in some religious confraternity or organization. 

Though it is customary for those, who are not Catholic, 
to criticize Catholic practices, they find no fault when worldly 
organizations copy the same practices. There is scarcely any 
organization, even though it be most antagonistic ‘to the 
Catholic Church, that does not use symbols and ceremonies, 
and even special vestments, or garments, in its ritualistic 
function—and for a reason not different from that which 
prompts the use of similar symbols and ceremonies and vest- 
ments in the Catholic Church. 
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OBSERVE GOOD FRIDAY. 

The observance of Good Friday, by the cessation of busi- 
ness and the holding of appropriate services, is growing 
apace. Good Friday is a day that should appeal to all true 
Christians regardless of the peculiar religious tenets of the 
denomination to which they give allegiante. The Crucified 
Savior said to His disciples: “If any man will come after 
Me, let him deny himse!f and take up his cross daily and fol- 
low Me.” 

The earnest follower of Christ must love the Crucifix 
because it reminds him of God’s infinite love; Good Friday 
impresses this truth upon us. It recalls that fearful agony 
in Gethsemani when Christ, in agony, cried out: “Father if it 
be possible, let this chalice pass from Me”; it recalls that 
weary climb of Calvary’s hill as the blood-stained weary body 
of Christ fell beneath the weight of the Cross; it recalls the 
crowning tragedy of man’s redemption—the death of Christ 
on Calvary’s Cross.

Of the apostles, he 
says: “the sufferings of Christ abound in us.” | 

It is certainly not sufficient to say that here is manifested nothing more 
‘than an extravagance of zeal. St. Paul is seeking for more than his own 
'galvation, for more than his own reward in heaven. He is offering up to 
God, in his sufferings, a merit that he prays may be applied to others. And 
never once did he assume to be more before his Lord than an unprofitable 
‘servant. Grace is supplying, in the New dispensation, what is lacking where 
the feeble senses fail. 

“We preach Christ crucified, to the Jews a stumbling block, to the 
Greeks foolishness; but to them that are called, Christ, the power of God, 
and the wisdom of God,” I Cor. 1:28. The Jew stumbled at the cross, be- 
cause it was contradictory to his hopes of an all-conquering Messiah. He dis- 
solved the suffering and triumphant Messiah into two personages. A prophet 
‘going before the Messiah would do all the suffering. “Cursed be every 
one that hangeth on a tree” was the anathema of the ancient law. For this 
‘reason, St. Paul realized that he preached an offense—the Cross. He but 
_gloried the more, because it represented the more to Him the supreme glory 
of that Divine transaction. Even kings “would stop their mouths” at the 
spectacle of a crucified God, when they once began to see what it ail meant. 

In his life Paul strove to suffer, to die, to live again continually, after 
the example of the One who so passionately embraced the rough wood of the 
cruel tree.
